WASHINGTON (^P) — President J ohnson re­ 
stated today strong American support for United 
Nations efforts to end the India-Pakistan conflict. 
In an address prepared for judges and lawy ers 
from 100 countries attending the Washington 
World Conference on World Peace Through Law, 
J ohnson said: 
“ Central to the hope 
of world peace through 
law is the United Nations 
. . . I hope we can streng­ 
then the United Nations, 
not simply as a forum 
for debate but an arena 
for the solution of dis­ 
putes . . . And my coun­ 
try will fully support the 
efforts of the secretary - 
general to bring peace 
between the great na­ 
tions of India and Pakis- 
tan.”

He called on the Indian nation 
to “ cheerfully undergo the hard­ 
ships” necessary to stop what

aggression.”

a settlement there, too. 
“ There are those who say the 
rule of law is a fruitless and 
Utopian dream,” said J ohnson. 
“ It is true that, if it comes, it 
will com e slowly . . .But to deny 
the possibility is to deny peace 
itself.” 
In a more hopeful v ein, he 
said: “ I think we may be ev olv ­ 
ing a world consensus on which 
law can stand.

Effo rts Fo r Mo dernizatio n

NEW YORK iAP) - The na­ 
tio n’s steel industry , faced with 
hig her labo r co sts and pricing 
pro blems, 
is 
stepping 
up 
a 
v ast mo dernizatio n pro g ram. 
The o utlay fo r new plants and 
equipment in this hug e industry 
may to p $2 billio n in 1 966 fo r the 
first time, o bserv ers say . Many 
believ e thet the 2 .2 per cent 
wag e increase wo n this mo nth 
by the United Steelwo rkers Un­ 
io n may hav e bro adened steel 
co mpany mo dernizatio n plans. 
The American Iro n and Steel 
Institute estimates steel co mpa­ 
nies will spend a reco rd $1 .9 
billio n this y ear o n pro jects de­ 
sig ned to melt and ro ll steel 
mo re efficiently . No t since 1 957 
has the industry spent co mpara­ 
ble sums o n mo dernizatio n. But 
with pro fits no w at a sev en-y ear 
peak and pro ductio n at reco rd 
lev els, steel mills are sho wing 
a new face.

Hig her steel prices has been a 
to uchy pro spect fo r the industry 
since 1 962 when the late Presi­ 
dent Jo hn F. Kennedy ro lled 
back steel price bo o sts in a bit­ 
ter g o v ernment-industry battle.

The recruiting driv e is centered in Kwang­ 
si province across the border from 
Viet 
Nani The people of Southern Kwangsi art 
familiar enough with the Vietnamese lan­ 
guage and customs that a guerrilla force 
should be able to cross into Viet Nam with­ 
out it appearing to be a Chinese invasion. 


Significantly , these preparations are tied 
to the defection of Li Tsung-.Jen, a former 
nationalist vice president, who recently slip­ 
ped behind the bamboo curtain after 
16 
y ears in the United 
States. This column 
pointed out after his detection that Li was 
a hero to the people of Kwangsi province. 
Ev idence that the Chinese communists are 
now using Li to help form a guerrilla force 
is contained in a confidential report to the 
army from Johns Hopkins University ’s op­ 
erations research office This otiice does 
much of the army ’s intelligence analy sis 
Speaking of the Chinese preparation to 
send guerrillas to Viet Nam, the report de­ 
clares. "A total of 50.000 Vietnamese speak­ 
ing Kwangsi people will be conscripted as 
a first step . . 
According to intelligence reports." the 
report continues "Li Tsung-Jen. 
together 
with Chinese mihtarv leaders Lin Piao and 
!>o Jui-Ching . . called a high-level confer­ 
ence in Kwangsi province to launch a mo\e- 
ment for the Yao minority group to partici­ 
pate in the war. 
50.000 volunteers of both sex es who can 
speak Vietnamese will i>e organized into 
military service The reserve armv will also 
be composed of 50.000 
"Within a short time, tiiev will be dis­ 
patched from Hanoi to the battlefield

This so embarrassed Dirksen's Dem­ 
ocratic challenger, Sid Yates, that the White 
House tried to keep the appointment q uiet 
until after the 1962 election But the word 
leaked out that the White House thought 
more ot Dirksen than of Yates 
To compound 
Yates’ 
embarrassment, 
Mansfield as the Senate Democratic spokes­ 
man lavishly praised Dirksen on the e\* 
of the 1962 election 
Praise From Mansfield 
Everett, 
said Mansfield, turning to the 
Republican leader 
"I 
am 
honored 
and 
grateful that y ou sit across the aisle from 
me. You are a tower of strength as a col­ 
laborator in the leadership of this body . For 
30 y ears y ou have served y our party faith­ 
fully and brilliantly 
But tor 30 y ears, y ou 
have served our country more.” 
The statement, circulated all over Illinois, 
helped to re-elect Dirksen 
Not long afterward. Kennedy 
appointed 
Dirksen s hand-picked candidate, the late

But Fulbright also said: "The 
reason (for American interven­ 
tion) appears to be that very 
close to the beginning of the 
revolution 
U.S. 
policy makers 
decided that it should not be 
allowed to succeed." 
The senator offers no proof of 
this charge although his state­ 
ment will be widely read in Lat­ 
in America and may antagonize 
non-Communist 
Latin 
Ameri­ 
cans *who wish to throw out re­ 
actionary regimes and provide 
a better life for their people. 
Fulbright said the "danger to 
American lives was more a pre­ 
tex t than a reason for the mas­ 
sive U.S. intervention." 
Yet, while Fulbright say s the 
evidence 
doesn't 
"establish" 
that 
the Communists at 
any 
time actually controlled the rev­ 
olution. he said "there is little 
doubt that they had influence 
within the revolutionary move­ 
ment, but the degree of that in­ 
fluence remains a matter of 
speculation.” 
By this statement Fulbright is 
acknowledging that even now it 
is not fully known how great a 
force the Communists were in 
the revolution at the time John­ 
son used tnx ips to prevent their 
taking over. 
Fulbright put it 
this way : 
"The issue is not whether there 
was Communist influence in the 
Dominican 
revolution 
but 
its 
degree, which is something on 
which reasonable men can dif­ 
fer 
"The burden of proof, how­ 
ever, is on those who take ac­ 
tion and the administration has 
not proven its assertion of Com­ 
munist control." 
Rut if Johnson and his advis­ 
ers knew the Communists were 
involved — which Fulbright ad­ 
mits — but couldn’t know then, 
since nobody y et knows how 
deeply they were involved, then 
the President faced this q ues­ 
tion: 
Should he wait until it became

Reds had grabbed control be­ 
fore sending in Marines0 If he 
did. it might have meant war 
with a new Red-run Dominican 
government 
When the United 
States found out how much of a 
Communist Fidel Castro was, it 
was too late to sq uelch him. 
And no American president 
can possibly sit back and do 
nothing if Reds attempt to take 
over 
any country 
in 
Latin 
America. As Johnson said later, 
he d rather be criticized for his 
action than not to hava acted.

follow one of its brigades al­ 
ready in Viet Nam. 
Dimensions of the additional 
build-up in Viet Nam are un- 
rlear. Final presidential deci­ 
sions may still be pending. 
H o w e v e r , 
knowledgeable j 
sources said they look for a sub- j 
stantial increase in U. S. troop 
strength in Viet Nam. 
An estimated 11.000 members 
of the 1st Infantry Division still 
are at Ft. Riley. Kan. There 
have been a number of indica- j 
tions they may be getting ready 
to move out. 
Among other things, it is re­ 
ported the Army will train a 
new division, probably an infan­ 
try outfit, at Ft. Riley. That 
post can accommodate only one 
division-size force at a time, 
sources said. 
In addition to more infantry­ 
men, it was indicated the Army 
probably will send combat sup­ 
port and logistics elements to 
Viet Nam. These, too, likely 
would be numbered in the thou­ 
sands. 
The bulk of new troop move­ 
ments to Viet Nam probably 
will involve Army f o r c e s , 
sources said. The movements 
probably will be spread out over 
weeks and even months. 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
pried up the lid on the build-up 
situation Monday when he told 
newsmen on Capitol Hill the 
prospective troop level in Viet 
Nam has been raised above 125,- 
000. 
Arrival of the Army’s 1st Cav­ 
alry 
Division, 
a helicopter- 
borne airmobile outfit, is under 
way. When completed, it will 
bring U. S. troops strength in , 
Viet Nam close to the 125,000 
mark.
